Janesville Woman Tells of 
Attuning World To Music 


Harriet D. Parsons, superintendent 


of music in the Cleveland School of 
Education, 
at Cleveland, Ohio, fo,- 


merlv a Janesville resident, and sistei 
of. Mrs. David W. Watt of this city, 
delivered an address recently before 
the faculty and student body ot the 
Cleveland 
'Normal 
Training- school, 
which is so interesting that it is being- 
reproduced here. 
Mrs. Parsons is an 


authority on musical education and 
holds a. prominent place in the Cle\e- 
land. schools. 
The address is as follows:

"The topic "What Is Music For, 
has been given me to talk upon. From 
the viewpoint of. a specialist, and an 
enthusiast, the query comes to. me at 
once why! Who can exist without it. 
Ii it not an essential thing in every- 
bodVs life? And yet there are people 
(so'l have heard) who really profess 
to dislike music. 
With these People. 
I am merciful enough to believe, thete 
is some physical deformity ot the ear 
construction, and they do not hear the 
correct tones. 
Let us hope so, and 
pity them, for any one, not sensitive 
to the beauty and color of exquisite 
tone, and the" world of loveliness into 
which it takes -one', is poor indeed. 
Otlicrs Are Indifferent. 
"Then there are others who seem 


indifferent. 
But in music, as in liter- 
ature, and in art. tho more we hear, 
and see, the nearer we live to it, con- 
stantly growing- as to excellency in 
quality, the keener will become our 
appreciation, 
and

"Xes. it is quite possible to be 


awakened from a state of indl«f'- 
ence, to becoming a music lover..
